Alligators as Pets. 


The New York Times has nil article 
on household pets, in which it play­ 
fully and somewhat sarcastically sug­ 
gests pet alligators as a variety lor the 
house. 
It sa ys: 
Now, absurd as the alligators may 
seem for a pet, it so happens that we 
once had some of them, and very pleas­ 
ant pets they proved to be. 
It was 
during a residence, some years ago, in 
a Houthern 
city, not far from the 
bayous, where alligators, great and 
small, are to be had by the hundred 
thousand. 
Instead of going in person 
to catch the little fellows, we secured 
the services of an aged American citi­ 
zen of African descent, who knew 
more than we did about keeping out 
of the way of the parent alligators. He 
scooped up a dozen or two of baby 
’gators, and brought them in, his face 
ornamented with a broad grin of de­ 
light, in anticipation of the dollar he 
had been promised for catching them. 
For several months a number of 
"these lively little fellows occupied a 
neat aquarium tank in the library 
window, where the sun shone on them. 
They were lively as little cats, and 
quite as playful. 
Equallyas happy in 
the water and ont of it, they would 
frisk about like so many monkeys, 
when they felt so disposed; 
and 
when they felt lazv—fo r allismfors. 
like other folks, are subject to attacks 
of laziness—they would stretcfr them­ 
selves out or lie in a heap, one 011 the 
other, and bask in the sunshine. They 
had a habit of eating almost any cat- 
able thing that was given them, their 
principal luxury being live flies. 
In 
catching these insects they exhibit 
great dexterity. 
Large beetle cock­ 
roaches 
also 
afforded them much 
pleasure. 
There was an abundance of 
these in the house, and the alligators 
considerably reduced the stock. These 
alligators were in their first Summer, 
and were only a few inches long. They 
would run over people’s hands and 
clothes, and climb upon shoulders with 
great livliness. 
W e gave some of 
them away, and the rest, probably 
pampered by petting and overfeeding, 
died. 
We once owned an alligator which 
was six feet long. 
Hut he frightened 
an old lady out of her wits, and so we 
gave him away. 
He was too large tor 
a pet. 
Hut in their first or second year 
’gators are pleasant pets, and 110 more 
dangerous than kittens. 


What are our Aristocratic Institutions? 


From the Galaxy. 
It is related that an English lord, 
on an adventurous journey in the East, 
was received by the chief of a large 
tribe, which trade brought him in con­ 
tact with in Great Britain. The bar­ 
baric potentate was unsparing in his 
attentions to liis distinguished guest.

But you perceive our 
£

at your recommendation.” 
The inequalities of human life—how 
do they happen? 
How comes it that 
with the uncivilized hordes of a tawny- 
colored despot and the enlightened 
and finely-cultivated subjects of Queen 
Victoria, a parallel could he drawn so 
striking that it sets everybody think­ 
ing? W aiving this for the moment, 
let us transfer the subject to our own 
country. 
It is the just ussertion of the 
citizens of the United States that we 
have 110 aristocracy by right of birth. 
Further, we hold that such au aristoc­ 
racy is simply impossible in a republic. 
And in this connection, we quote with 
uride and 110 less complacency the 
forcible sentences from the Declaration 
of our Independence. 
Nevertheless, herein America, power 
is constantly “ stealing from the many 
to the few;” complaints are constantly 
heard of the tyranny of the rich, and 
oilrses are rife everywhere against 
those who havo secured control—no 
matter of what. 
Tho question comes 
back again: the inequalities of life— 
how do they happen ?

Railroads and Steamers. 


The signs of the times are th a t the 
railroad company may not discontinue 
work on the Southern Pacific road un­ 
til the track is completed to this city. 
The time required to finish the road 
may not be great. It m ay be done in 
twelve months, or even less time. All 
will depend upon the determ ination of 
the company. They have the material 
on hand, and need only prepare the 
road-bed and lay the track. The in­ 
crease in the carrying trade of the 
road, when completed, as already 
shown in the H e r a l d, is something 
that has apparently escaped the no­ 
tice of Governor Stanford and his 
co-workers. 
They have gone along 
under the impression that if their road 
will not pay when stretching the full 
length of the San Joaquin valley, it 
would not pay if completed to Los 
Angeles. 
No greater mistake could 
have been made, and it seems incredi­ 
ble that men of such reputed shrewd­ 
ness should fall into it. 
We have 
shown that the business of the road, if 
now completed, would pay a large in­ 
terest on the cost of construction, and 
it requires but little thought to dem­ 
onstrate that railroad communication 
would double and treble the travel be­ 
tween this city and San Francisco. 
W hen people can come here by rail­ 
road, our population 
will increase 
more rapidly than before, and every 
additional family th a t settles in the 
valley will add so much to the busi­ 
ness of the railroad. 
One thing is 
certain: if the road is not completed 
before many months, the demands of 
travel will necessitate the placing on 
the coast route of lines of light built, 
fast running steamers, that will make 
the trip between this city and Ban 
Francisco almost as soon and w ith as 
great comfort as it can be done by 
railroad. 
Such steamers as these, 
running from W ilmington and Trux- 
ton, will secure and hold a large por­ 
tion of the travel, even after the rail­ 
road is completed. 


A Huge Auger and a Great Bore. 


S u t r o and his tunnel are attracting 
no small am opnt of attention both in 
and out of Congress. 
This tunnel 
business is becoming a great bore and 
as S u t r o is the auger w ith which it is 
bored, we have of late fallen into the 
habit of including a petition for his 
early death in our evening prayer. 
W e could write a nice obituary for 
Si'Tiio. Pretty, round, solemn sound­ 
ing, sympathetic coated sentences that 
we should incorporate in it are con­ 
stantly recuring to us. 
W e could fill 
a column with sweet things about 


S u t r o dead but somehow they will 
not fit him living. 
SüTRO ought to 
die just now. 
He will disappoint the 
whole Pacific Coast if he continues to 
live. A m an has no right to live when 
everybody wishes him dead. 
If he 
would die we sheuld soon forget the 
infernal bore he has inflicted upon 
the whole community. The fact is 
B u t r o has played this tunnel game 
too long. The tiling has lost its power 
of fascination. 
It m ay be all very 
well to run a tunnel for the purpose of 
draining the water from mines that 
have no water in them, but when the 
tunnel is so long running that it does 
not reach the mines until the lower 
level is m any feet below the level of 
the tunnel, people are excusable for 
wondering if the tunnel will drain the 
mines or the mines drain the tunnel. 
If S u t r o will not die the next best 
tiling lie can do is to stop on that tun­ 
nel. H e m ight get an appropriation 
to fill it up but the people do not care 
to have it run any farther. W e are 
all tired of the tunnel and we have 
had quite enough of B u t r o . 


It. R. H aynes, Superintendent of 
this Division of the Western Union 
Telegraph lines, informs us that work 
is progressing on the coast line in­ 
tended to fill up the space between 
Santa 
Barbara and 
Salinas City. 
Twenty-seven miles of wire are al­ 
ready up this side of Salinas City. It 
is expected the line will be completed 
by the first of September. By that 
time the Atlantic and Pacific line will 
probably be in 
operation between 
Bakersfield and this city. 
W e shall 
then have three lines connecting us 
with San Francisco — a convenience 
which will facilitate telegraphic busi­ 
ness and reduce the cost of messages 
and news reports. 


Ax Eastern 
paper thinks cheap 
beer the most effectual remedy against 
the use of whisky. 
W e doubt the effi­ 
cacy of the antidote. Cheap beer is 
necessarily poor beer, and unless it pos­ 
sesses intoxicating qualities, it cannot 
he substituted for a beverage th at will 
intoxicate. 
Besides, when a man sets 
out to get drunk, and has only cheap 
beer to do it on, he will get drunk if 
he has to swallow tw enty keors of the 
article. 
The only real question in­ 
volved is, whether a cheap-beer drunk 
is a more moral drunk than a drunk 
on four-dollar whisky, and this is a 
question of aesthetics rather than of 
prohibition. 


T h r e e thousand acres of cotton will 
be raised in California this year. The

T h e use of whisky as a cure for con­ 
sum ption is proving a most effectual 
remedy.

The People and the Railroads. 


Thb Opinion of Mr. E v a r ts , Judge 
C u r t i s and one or two other eminent 
lawyers of the nation, th at the right to 
shape and regulate railroad freights 
and fares does not come within the 
field of State legislation, is receiving 
much adverse criticism, and unless 
those legal lights sustain their position 
w ith arguments stronger than they 
have yet advanced, their tame as ex­ 
ponents of constitutional law will be 
clouded with a lack of confidence in 
both their sincerity, learning and in­ 
telligence. 
It is an established fact, 
w hether a constitutional one or not, 
th a t States have built the greater por­ 
tion of the railroads. They were con­ 
structed with the people’s money, and 
as the Legislature created the roads It 
seems reasonable that it should regu­ 
late their operations so far as the 
rights of the people arc concerned. 
A 
Legislature is but the voice of the peo­ 
ple, and in appropriating money to 
build railroads the people certainly did 
not intend to create a power t hey could 
not control. Ic was not their purpose to 
sow a wind from which they should 
reap a whirlwind. 
Yet according to 
the opinion of leading minds they 
have done just this thing. 
W e ad­ 
vanced the opinion some time ago that 
if it is unconstitutional for a State 
Legislature to change or modify the 
rates of charges on a railroad, it is 
alike unconstitutional fora State Legis­ 
la ture to 
appropriate 
the people’s 
money toward building a railroad, and 
the question comes up: 
If rail made 
are independent of the people, have not 
the people the right to sue for and re­ 
cover the money advanced by their. 
Legislature to an irresponsible power? 
The money was obtained under false 
pretenses, upon a’false interpretation 
of constitutional law. In a word, the 
people have been defrauded, and it 
seems but just and proper they should 
recover that which has been taken 
from them through misrepresentation. 


The Political Cauldron. 


Little more than a year hence the 
people of 
California will hold an 
election, at which they will select a 
Governor and successors to all of our 
State officers. 
Just who those gen­ 
tlem en will be we cannot as yet tell. 
The names of those who would like to 
he the fortunate individuals would 
fill a large volumne 
and 
afford 
excellent 
reading. 
There 
are 
ten thousand men, each one ot whom 
is confident that he would make the 
best Governor the State ever had, and 
we have no doubt he would if he could 
only lip elected.

They do not see their way 
clear, and they are determined no one 
shall see them clearly. The next cam ­ 
paign will probably be a sort of tri­ 
angle 
fight—a 
three-cornered duel 
where two will aim at each other, and 
the third party will have a shot at one 
or both of the others without having 
to stand fire himself. 
All of our 
shrewd office seekers, or those who 
fancy themselves shrewd, are figuring 
for the fortunate third fellow's place 
in the duel. They cannot all get it. 
Some of them arp sure to be killed. 
W e could name a num ber of the slain 
before the battle 
commences, 
and 
would do so, only we do not desire to 
hurt their feelings in advance of the 
pang of the mortal wound. Seriously, 
California politics is n mixed up hodgo 
podge, and when the cauldron begins 
to bubble, as it will in a few weeks, 
we shall see some «fueor iisli come to 
the surface.

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Yesterday was a day of trium ph for 
Mr. Beaudry, and for the city of Los 
Angeles. The task of raising water 
to tlie hills in the northern part of the 
city which involved so much plan­ 
ning, labor, pluck and capital, was 
completed and its success assured. 
Glory enough for one dn^r. 
For seven 
years past, Mr. Beaudry lias been 
forming his plans and expended his 
capital for this very object. 
Ho has 
purchased a large portion of the hill 
property, comprising several hundred 
acres and has staked the whole amount 
of his outlay on this one venture. 
W ithout water the land was worth­ 
less, and wator it liad not. Although 
comprising some of the most delight­ 
ful building sites in the county, the 
property could not even be given 
away for residence purposes. 
When 
Mr. Beaudry proposed to erect m a­ 
chinery to supply the all-important 
want, m any wise acres shook their 
heads and said “It can’t be done; it’s 
well enough for you to try, but then, 
” 
A 
corporation 
representing 
sixty thousand dollars capital pre­ 
ferred to be excused, 
nobody else 
wanted to burn his fingers (figurative­ 
ly speaking) with the water project, 
and 
so 
Mr. 
Beaudry, 
with the 
weight 
of 
his 
hill 
speculation 
on 
his 
shoulders 
was compelled 
to “ go it alone.” 
How well he 
has acquitted himself of his tusk, is 
easily told. 
To commence, then, with the begin­ 
ning, the water supply needs our first 
attention. In the northeastern part 
of the city, at the junction of Main 
and Alameda streets, a basin lias been 
dug 80x55 feet with a depth of five feet, 
which is abundantly supplied by na­ 
tural springs, and has a capacity of 
2o0,000 gallons. 
The water is soft, 
clear as a crystal, andcanuot be otlFPr- 
wise than healthful. Though contain­ 
ing a plentiful supply for immediate 
purposes, the basin will soon be en­ 
larged to double its present capacity. 
By the side of this reservoir is located 
the engine and pump for hoisting the 
water to its required elevation. Tlie 
machinery is enclosed in a frame 
building of modest dimensions, but 
ample for the purpose required. 
A 
tubular boiler is used, Sixteen feet long 
by lour feet in diameter, and contain­ 
ing forty-eight tliree-and-a-liulf inch 
tubes. The pump attached is from the 
manufactory of W. D. Hooker, San 
Francisco. 
It is a fine solid piece of 
machinery, with double action and a 
capacity to throw fifty thousand gal­ 
lons of water per hour. 
It is worked 
by an engine of sixty horse-power. 
While under our observation it was 
not pushed to its utmost capacity, but 
was pumping say thirty thousand gal­ 
lons 
per 
hour, 
and 
this 
under 
the very moderate head of fifty pounds 
of steam. The machinery was so well 
made and put togetiier that it worked 
..i «-I*.. B n .f 
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least trouble. 
Mr. T. S. McCarty is 
the engineer in charge, and to him be­ 
longs in a great measure the credit of 
this somewhat unusual success. 
From tlie pump a five-inch pipe 
formed of boiler-iron, riveted and with 
slip-joints, extends to the distributing 
reservoir, on the top of the hill. This 
reservoir is at a distance of 3,750 feet, 
with an elevation of 24o feet above tlie 
leV el of the machinery. Through this 
distance the water was forced without 
a break, stoppage or leak in any place. 
T.ie main reservoir is formed by exca­ 
vating in the solid rock on tlie high 
ground northeast of the city, with ele­ 
vation as stated. 
It has a capacity of 
a million gallons. 
From this the 
water is distributed by mains over the 
adjoining hills, and will have sulli- 
cient fall to reach all localities desired. 
A main is already completed as far 
down as Bellevue Terrace. To these 
mains the special water pipes will be 
attached, as needed on the lots. 
Be­ 
sides the ordinary uses, Mr. Beaudry 
expects to utilize the water for h y ­ 
draulic purposes, digging down hiíls 
and tilling up valleys where necessary. 
The machinery was kept in opera­ 
tion but a short 
time when first 
started, but long enough t« assuro its 
complete success, 
A steady flow, the 
full size of tlie pipe was forced w ith 
considerable head into tlie upper res­ 
ervoir. 
Mr. Beaudry, wiio was pres­ 
ent to observe the arrival of the long 
sought-for stream, says that nothing 
short of poetry can describe it. The 
water came witli a rush a n d a rum ­ 
ble, 
expelling 
the 
pent-up 
air 
in the pipe before it, and at last gushed 
out witli full force into the basin. 
It 
was no doubt a gladdening sight—the 
first water which had ever reached 
ttiat locality, save from tlie clouds cf 
Heaven. 
A t that very minute the 
hundreds of acres of land spread over 
the hills took a jum p forward in value 
to the extent of several hundred per 
cent. Now of oourso there will be any 
number of purchasers for the fine 
building lots which Mr. Beaudry will 
place on tlie market next Monday, and 
lie will now begin to reap the fruits of 
his enternriso, bis long* waiting and 
heavy outlay. 
And it is justly so. 
Besides his benefit in a pecuniary 
sense, Los Angeles will owe to Mr. 
Beaudry a debt of gratitude as. lasting 
as the Hills which lie will have trans­ 
formed into tlie most beautiful and 
valuable portion of her possessions.

Tho Directors 
Commerce held 
the usual place 


of the Chamber of 
a special meeting at 
last night. 
Present, 
Messrs. 
Lazard, 
Downey, 
Lord, 
Beaudry, Caswell, Griflin,uml Lips. 
The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. On motion, 
Mr. Gabriel Allen was unanimously 
chosen a member of the Chamber. 
The Secretary read a communica­ 
tion from Hon. J. 1C. Luttrell, in re­ 
sponse to a letter from the Board and 
a memorial sent him in relation to 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. Placed 
on file. 
A letter from J. De B arth Sliorb 
was read referring to the benefits to 
be derived from the early completion 
of the Texas Pacific Railroad and 
stating: “ I believe it would have a 
good effect on our Representatives if 
your Chamber would recommend their 
co-operation and earnest support of 
said measure.” 
On motion the letter 
was placed on file, and the Secretary 
was instructed to advise Mr. Sliorb 
that his suggestions had been antici­ 
pated. 
Several pamphlets were also pre­ 
sented ami tiled: one published by 
Philip Boiifort of New York relating 
to the duties on still wines, was in­ 
ferred to a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Avers, Lips, Judge Widney 
and Gov. Downey, to be taken into 
consideration and if deemed proper, 
to be answered through a printed cir­ 
cular. 
Gov. Downey suggested that a Com­ 
mittee be appointed to investigate the 
method used in making assessments 
in the city and county. 
Some prop­ 
erty is assessed by the front foot and 
other land in the immediate vicinity 
by the acre. Farm ing lands in some 
sections have been assessed as high as 
$250 per acre, while others equally 
valuable have been returned at $2 50. 
Tlie same piece of property has been 
assessed as m any as five times to dif­ 
ferent parties, and still others have 
never been assessed at all. 
Tho ut­ 
most confusion prevails in this partic­ 
ular. 
Gov. Downey moved that the 
Chamber memorialize tlie Board of 
Supervisors and Common Council, re­ 
questing them to hold special meet­ 
ings to devise means for the proper 
regulation of tlie assessments. Car­ 
ried. 
Mr. Pierson, tlie representative of 
the Resources of California, was in­ 
troduced to the Board, and made some 
remarks in the interest of his paper. 
The cordial support and endorse­ 
ment of the Board was voted to tlie 
publication, and the m atter of sub­ 
scribing for a certain number of copies 
was referred to the Committee on 
Newspapers. 
Mr. J..A. Johnson, the projector of 
tlie illustrated newspaper to be pub­ 
lished In tlie interest of Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, then addressed the Board. 
After listening with marked atten­ 
tion to Mr. Johnson’s remarks, tho fol­ 
lowing resolution was passed: 
Resolved, That we cordially endorse 
the enterprise, and heartily recom­ 
mend it to the citizens of tlie city and 
county, as we doom it worthy of their 
co-operation and earnest support. 
After which the Board adjourned.

Bank, in Los Angeles, and stock im ­ 
mediately taken equal to about half 
the am ount required to incorporate. 
As yet no special effort, we m ay say 
determined effort, has been made to 
obtain subscriptions, but such will 
soon be made. Tills road can be built 
at once just as easily and certainly as 
in years to come, and it will never be 
any easier done than to-day. 
For Los 
Angeles city and county it is Highly 
necessary that work should be under­ 
taken now and at once in order to in­ 
sure the lasting command of the trade 
upon which that city can alone depend 
for future prosperity and greatness. It 
is true tliia northeastern section is not 
by any means her only, or, perhaps, 
most Important dependence; but we 
take it. if she fails on this at this time, 
she will fail on all the others, too; that 
is, as to the command of that amount 
of business necessary to tlie life of a 
city, iti contradistinction to a moder­ 
ately sized town—all Los Angeles can 
ever hope to be, if she fails now in the 
start. It is witli cities and trade as in 
an evenly matched quarter-race—eve­ 
rything depends on the “ bulge.” Kan 
Francisco took the bulge and takes the 
race over more than one competitor 
vastly her superior in natural advan­ 
tages. Los Angeles has most of tlie 
advantages—tlie choice of tlie track, 
and now, in turning for the race, it is 
her own fault if she does not take the 
bulge and the stakes. The prestige to 
m ake Los Angeles the great city she 
can and ought to be, is above all 
things contingent upon 
the early 
completion und command of this very 
enterprise now in hand. 
Not that the 
trade of Inyo county, great as it un­ 
doubtedly is or will be, is of so very 
great importance of itself, but the 
prestige of its control, which can only 
be m aintained through this railroad, 
is all that is needed to build a city that 
will permit nothing from all her illim­ 
itable back country to go elsewhere to 
seek the m art a great city alone can 
atlord. It is this trade, this roud, that 
is to determine the future of Los A n­ 
geles. If this trade enters not her 
gates, neither does any considerable 
part of th at of other equally extensive 
and valuable regions more nearly her 
own. 
B ut we are glad to say that Los A n­ 
geles is fully alive to the importance 
of tills enterprise, and her leading cit­ 
izens are bent on taking this bulge if 
in their power, as it surely is. But 
they doubtless feel that it is now meet 
and proper that Inyo should respond 
in kind; for they know and we know 
that in its proportion this road is as 
essentially important to Inyo as to 
Los Angeles. True, it is a matter of 
but secondary 
consideration to us 
w hat point on tide water its terminus 
m ay b e— whether Kanta Barbara, 
whose claims are well set forth in the 
Index, published there, Kan Buena­ 
ventura, Truxton or Los Angeles; but 
toward the latter we naturally look 
and shall continue to look, so long as 
she puts forth her best energies in our 
joint favor, as she is now doing or 
trying to do. And to tlie full extent 
of her ability, Inyo is going to recip­ 
rocate. A railroad we must have, but 
u m iiro ad w iil not build itself. It is 
time our citizens made some move in 
tlie matter. 
We shall have more to 
say on this point next week.
